Hamilton County, OH (July 22, 2020) The Hamilton County CARES Rent and Utility 

Relief Program uses CARES Act funds to provide short-term assistance to renters 

who live in Hamilton County and can document income loss due to the COVID-19 

pandemic.   

The Freestore Foodbank, Talbert House and Community Action Agency were 

awarded the competitively bid contracts totaling $3.5 million.  

The County will pay up to three months’ rent and utilities payments with a 

maximum of $2,500 for households at or below 80% of the Area Median Income:
